LONDON, Nov. 21, 3 a. m.—A Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Standard says 
a steamer which has arrived from Chefoo 
reports that three other Russia torpedo boats 
destroyers left Port Arthur with the Rasto- 
ropny, which was sunk by its commander in 
Chefoo harbor. The Japanese caught two of. 
them, but the other escaped and has not been

LONDON, Nov. 21, 3 a. m.—An official re- 
pert received at Tokio states that as a result 
Of the success of the Japanese in blowing up 
Songshushan fort last Wednesday the occu- 
pation of the “ outer embankment ”’ of Port 
Arthur became complete last Friday. 
Another official report says that a shell 
from a Japanese naval gun exploded a pow- 
der magazine on Saturday, near the arsenal 
at Port Arthur. 

The words “outer embankment” in the 
frst official report are believed here to mean 
that the Japanesé at last have succeeded in 
capturing the chain of forts constituting the 
“fortified eastern ridge,”’ including the forts 
on Songshushan, Erlung, and Keekwan 
mountains. 

Even if this is true, the Japanese are still 
confronted by the necessity of capturing the 
powerful fort on Etse mountain, which they 
have assaulted unsuccessfully time and 
again. 

It is declared at St. Petersburg that there is 
every indication that Field Marshal Oyama is 
gradually developing a big movement with 
the object of occupying Mukden. 

This belief is confirmed by a dispatch from 
Tokio saying it is reported there that a large 
portion of the Japanese army has crossed the 
Shakhe river at an pakneys point. 

MORE FORTS BLOWN UP. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

TOKIO, Nov. 20.—A report received in of- 
ficial quarters states that in consequence of 
the blowing up of the Sungshetshan (Song- 
Shbushan?) fort at Port Arthur last Wednes- 
Gay the Japanese occupation ofthe outer 
embankment became complete on Friday.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—President 
Roosevelt made the address today at the cel- 
ebration of the 110th anhiversary of the 
founding of St. Patrick's church in Wash- 
ington. The president was introduced by 
Cardinal Gibbons after Dr. Stafford, rector 


| Pt St. Patrick's, in his address had referred 


to the fact that in the century and more that 


| St. Patrick’s church had worked in Wash- 


ington no honor had come to it sO great as 
th® visit of President Roosevelt. 


' American Home the Keynote. 

The keynote of the president's address was 
that the future of America’s greatness de- 
pends upon the qualities of the individual 
home and the way in which the average man 
and woman does his or her duty. 

After being introduced by Cardinal Gib- 
bons, the president said: 

“I wish today, in the brief remarks that I 
have to make, to dwell upon this thought— 
that while in this country we need wise laws, 
honestly and fearlessly executed, and while 
we cannot afford to tolerate anything but 
the highest standard in the public service of 
the government, yet in the last analysis the 
future of the country must depend upon the 
quality of the individual home, of the indi- 
vidual man or woman in that home. 

“ The future of this country depends upon 
the way in which the average man and the 
average woman in it does his or her duty. 
and that largely depends upon the way in 
which the average boy or girl is brought up. 

Rules of Good Ci 

“ The rules of good citizenship are tolerably 
simple. The trouble is not in finding them 
out; the trouble is in living up to them after 
they have been found out. I think we all of 
us know fairly well what qualities they are 
which, in their sum, make up the type of 
character we like to see in man or wife, son 
or daughter, but I am afraid we do not always 
see them as well developed as we would 
like to. . | 

“I wish to see in the average erican 
| Citizen the development of the two sets of 
qualities which we can roughly indicate as 
sweetness and strength—the qualities on the 
one hand which make: the man able to hold 
his own, and those which on the other hand 


just as much as for his own rights. We must 


| have both sets of qualities. 


“In the first place, the man must have 
the power to hold his own. You probably 
know that I do not care much for the coward 


boys—and the girls just as much—and each 
of you young men and young women, to have 


amiable and pleasant while things go weil, 
but without which they cannot succeed in 
times of stern trial. 

**I wish to see in the man manliness, in the 
woman, womanliness, I wish to see cour- 
age, perseverance, the willingness to face 
work, to face, you men, if it is necessary, 
danger, the determination not to shrink back 
when temporarily beaten In life, as each one 
will be now and then, but to come up again 
and wrest triumph from defeat. — 


Strength Needs Tenderness. 

“I want to see you men strong men and 
brave men, and in addition I wish to see 
each man of you feel that his strength and 
his courage but make him the worse unless 
to that strength and courage are joined the 
qualities of tenderness toward those he 
loves, who are dependent upon him, and ot 
right dealing with all his neighbors. 

* Finally, I want to congratulate all of 
us here on certain successes that we have 
achieved in the century and a quarter that 
has gone by of our American life. We have 
difficulties enough, and we are a long way 
short of perfection. I do not see any imme- 
diate danger of our growing too good; there 
is ample room for effort yet left. 

“But we have achieved certain results, 
and we have succeeded in measurably real- 
izing certain ideals. We have grown to 
accept it as an axiomatic truth of our Ameri- 
can life that the man is to be treated on his 
worth as a man, without regard to the acci- 
dents of his position; that this is not a gov- 
erninent designed to favor the rich man as 
such, or the poor as such, but that it is de- 
signed to favor every man, rich or poor, if 
he is a decent man, who acts fairly by his 


Auguries for the Future. 

“One of the best auguries for the future 
of tais country, for the future of this mighty 
and majestic nation of ours, lies in the fact 
that we have grown to regard one another 
that we brothers have grown to regard one 
another with a broad and kindly charity, and 
to realize that the field for human endeavor 
is wide; that the fleld for charitable, philan- 
thropic, religious work is wide, and that 
while a corner of it remains untilled we do 4 
dreadful wrong if we fail to welcome the 
work done in that field by every man, no 
‘matter what his creed, provided only he 
works with a lofty sense of his duty to God 
and ‘his duty to his neighbor.” 

After a speech by Commissioner MacFar- 
land the choir sang ‘“‘America’”’ and a number 
of hymns. The president joined in the sing- 
ing and the audience was not slow to follow. 
A number of younger church officials fol- 
lowed the president to his carriage. He 
shook hands with them and calle/heartily as 
he drove away: “ Good-by, boys. lam glad 
to have been with you.”

A gift of between $7,000 and $8,000 from 
Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen yesterday completed 
the $15,000 needed to raise the debt of St. 
James’ Episcopal! church, while the promise 
of a large donation from an unknown giver 
will enable the church to have the desired 
endowment of $250,000.

WARNING FROM AN ODDFELLOW 


' SAVES 3 NEGROES FROM MOB. : 


Three Hundred Men March to Attack 
Jail at Lexington, Ky.: Deterred 
by Strange Appeal. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 21, 2 a. m.—An Odd 
fellow’s warning saved three negroes from 
being lynched and prevented a battle be- 
tween a mob of 300 men and the entire police 
fcrce of this city. at 1 o’clock this morning. 

The mob was bent on lynching three col- 
ored men who were in jafl accused of the 
murder of a white man in a saloon last (Sun- 
day) evening. 

When within two squares of the prison a 
police picket named Longston hailed thé 
leader with the salutation: “Is there -an 
Oddfeliow in thie crowd? 

The crowd halted, and a man stepped from 
the front rank. The policeman told him 
that forty officers were in and around the 
jail, that it was a stone and steel structure, 
and that an attack meant wholesale blood- 
shed. 

The leader returned to his fellows and 
counseled the abandonment of the under- 
taking. Within five minutes the mob had 
disappeared. 

Preacher Prevents a Lynching. 

Zanesville, O., Nov. 20.—The Rev. Luther 
J. Smith, a methodist minister, made so pow- 
erful an appeal to a mob here tonight that it 
was persuaded to give up its purpose to lynch 
two alleged incendiaries, Kid Wilson, col- 
ored, and Charles Carnes, white. Three in- 
cendiary fires have occurred within twelve 
hours.

Twice Chiappe stopped and endeavored to 
extract something from a rear pocket, but 
each time the wary captor headed him off.

Relies on Permit to Hunt in City. 

At the station Chiappe was searched and 
in the rear pocket was found a permit to 
hunt within the city Nmits. The prisoner 
pointed at it and talked vigorously, punctu- 
ating his remarks with many gestures. Then 
he was led to a cell. 

Meanwhile Dominick Chiappe, 116 Wells 
street, had missed his brother, Barfholo- 
mew, who had started at daybreak on a 
hunting excursion. He fdund him at the 
station. 

Dominick explained that his brother had 
arrived from Italy only two months before 
and could not speak English. He had heard 
of the wilds of the west and decided to earn 
a living until a suitable opening in tie fruit 
business offered by killing buffalo and bear 
for the table and market. The license had 
been procured and Bartholomew had come 
to grief on his first attempt. He did not 
know the permit gave him no right to carry 
a gun within the park limits.

Statement by Detective Buggie. 
“No person has seen the mysterious Mr. 
*Dove’ since he left the saloon in Sum- 
mit,” said Buggie at midnight: “ We traced 
every clew which might assist us in the 
Search for the murderer and they have all 
failed. A new feature. was added to the 
«rime yesterday, when I found blood under 
one of the cushions of the rear seats in the 
@utomobile. This leads me te the belief that 
gome other person was killed or injured be- 
Yore or after Bate was murdered. The phy- 
Biciatis stated that there were no arteries 
jear Bate’s wound, so the blood could not 
have spurted under the cushions, They were 
to tear 
them away before we found it. 
“The blood will be analyzed today and then 
we may be able to determine whether or not 
there were three persons in the automobile. 
Every cistern, pond, and possible place where 
the murderer might hide a second body, or 
the suit case, or blood stained clothing, was 
searched, but we found nothing. Qualey 
and myself will continue our investigations 
an the morning.” 


Hunt for Trace of Murderer. 


The entire population of Lemont, augment- 
ed by families of farmers from near and 
far, turned out to help prosecute the search 
Zor clews in the vicinity of the murder all 
Gay. Shortly after daylight the party went 
tothe spot where the autemobile with the 
body of the dead man was found. Detectives 
Buggie and Qualey started to beat the woods 
@nd fields on either side of the road for ar- 
ticles possibly dropped by the murderer in 
his fight.

Two Murders, Szys Coroner. 


“ We are now of the opinion that two mur- 
Gers have been committed,” said Deputy 
Coroner Beuel, after the jury had viewed 
the auto used for the fatal ride. ‘“* Who the 
Becond party is we are unable to conjecture, 
and are as much in the dark regarding this 
mew theory as we are regarding the rest 
of the affair. We believe the theory to be 
well founded, however, and expect to turn 
Up something soon that will throw some 
Sight on 

Proceeding on the belief that two murders 
were committed, and that Bate was killed 
only to conceal the first murder, the police 
afe at a loss to account for the position of 
Bate’s body when found, which indicates 
that he was taken by surprise and shot 
equarely from behind while attending to the 
Tunning of his machine. If a person had 
Deen shot in the rear seat, say the police, 
the driver's attention certainly would be at- 


> tracted, and, although the machine was 


going up a hill at the time, he undoubtedly 
would have jumped from his seat and turned 
part way around before two more shots 
eould have been fired at him. 

This has given rise to the theory that 
@ither the second person. presumably a 
woman, wae stabbed, or that the murderer, 
having resolved to kill his companion, and 
knowing that he could ‘not ‘do it without 
Bate's knowledge, shot the chauffeur first 
end then made way with his other victim. 


After the car came to a standstill the wheels 


were blocked with lumps of mud, and the 
pody of the other victim may have been re- 
moved. Why the murderer should secrete 
one victim and make no attempt to hide the 
other is a puzzle which, in the eyes of some 
of the detectives, disproves the double mur- 
ger theory. 


- Farmers Gather in the Town. 

Phe inquest produced tremendous excite- 
gent in the town of Lemont. Hundreds of 
farmers had driven in for the event, and the 
one topic of conversation in the homes of the 
Villagers and in the streets was the myste- 
rious murder. After the adjournment of the 
tinduest when the officials went to view the 
automobile the crowd about the stable was 
go great that when the inspection was fin- 
ished the police had to clear a passage for

released from official custody. 

After luncheon the detectives and the 
townspeople set out once more. There were 
three touring cars carrying policemen, three 
gurreys carrying reporters, and innumerable 
farm wagons carrying the curious minded.

For all.the police could 
learn, the murderer had made his escape, 

At dark the baffied detectives returned to 
Lemont, where they were informed of the 
clew to a man named Dove who had stolen 
a horse and buggy in Aurora and sold it in 
Joliet. Detectives Qualey and Buggie imme- 
diately took a car to Joliet, where they hada 
consultation with the chief,of police. The 
result was that they abandoned the clew as 
worthless. All clews to possible Dove fam- 
ilies living in ‘Joltet- or -having lived there 
have also been run down and have come to 

Today the police and farmers will continue 
the search fer clews in an-ever widening 
circle from the seene of the crime. 


Over the Trail in an Auto. 

Two reporters for THe TRIBUNE took an: 
eutomobile last evening and went over the 
course of the car that bore Bate to his death 
on Friday night. They followed the move- 
ments of the mysterious Dove step by step 
from the time he was seen leaving the city 
limits at Brighton Park to the spot where 
Bate was killed. | 

From ‘this investigation. evolved the cer- 
tainty that Dove was seeking the Kirk road- 
house for some particular purpose, though 
whether it was to meet some person is un- 
certain. There is no strong evidence that 
there was a woman in the auto at any time 
during the: trip from Chicago or that Dove 
met any person by appointment. 

The trip over the route of the mysterious 
murderer and his victim served to increase 
wonder as to what the motive of the murderer 
could have been. If Bate had refused to go 
farther without his fare Dove must have 
been desperately reluctant to return to Chi- 
cago, as they were doing at the time of the 
killing. There here arises the possibility that 
Dove was. fleeing from the city and took an 
automobile as the safest way to escape de- 
tection. 

Another subject of wonder is how a man 
who was so unfamiliar withthe country that 
he could not find Kirk's roadhouse was able 
to make his escape after the murder. It has 
been suggested that the murderer may have 
committed suicide in the neighborhood and 
that hie body will yet be found. 


Seen at Finley’s Roadhouse. 


Tue TRIBUNE automobile started at 6p. m. 
and stopped first at the roadhouse of Nicho- 
las Finley, Archer avenue and Forty-eighth 
street. 

“I saw that auto go past here at a forty 
mile clip Friday night,’’ said Finley. “It 
was a little before 10 o’clock, I should judge. 
1 thought there were three people in it, but 
I wouldn't be sure.. Perhaps there were only 
two.” 

Careful inquiry showed that the car had 
not been noticed between Finley’s and Sum- 
mit, where an auto stopped Friday night, 
the occupants taking a drink in the saloon 
of George Welbourn. 

“About five or ten minutes after 10 o’clock 
two men came into my place,”’ said Wel- 
bourn. “One wore an automobile cap and 
a long, dark overcoat. The other was a 
smaller man with a light gray overcoat and 
a black hat. They bought a couple of drinks 
and inquired the best road to Joliet. I asked 
several bystanders the best road, and we 
Giseussed it a few minutes, and I told them 
the best way would be to follow the road 
along the trolley line. Then they left. I 
don’t know whether there was any one else 
in the auto outside.”’ 

Bate and Dove must have left Welbourn’s 
not later than 10:15 o'clock. They made no 
stop till they reached John Seller's farm, 
twelve and one-half miles away, though it 
was a bad road and took them almost an 
hour. 


Speed Through Willow Springs. 
Before they reached Seiler’s, however, they 
ran through Willow Springs at full speed. 
As they flashed past Banks & Coler’s road- 
house Coler rushed.-to the window and looked 


out. He said tast ae that he thought there } 


were four or five in the car, but it 
was evident that from the position of the 
window he could not have been sure of any 
number. 

The car swept through the Sag at full 


afterwards appeared, Dove was seeking. 
Jim and Laurie Kirk, proprietors of the re- 
sort, were found at home by Tue TRIBUNE 
reporters. 

“T ‘heard that-auto go past here about 
11:30 o'clock, as close as I can fix it,” said 
Jim Kirk. ‘* After it got past and was going 
up the hill I heard two pistol shots fired.” 

Kirk insisted ,on his recollection of the 
shots, but’ he offered no explanation of his 
failure to investigatesuch an incident. When 
asked whether he knew any man named 
Dove, he replied: 

“ Yes, I used to know a man by that name. 
He lived at.Joliet and used to come out here a 
lot two years ago or more. He was a race- 
horse fellow and was around that track they 
had down Joliet way, but I haven't seen him 
for a couple of years.” 

Kirk was positive that no person had been 
at his place Friday night to keep an appoint- 
ment, He said he had had no.guests at all 
that day. | ’ 


‘ At the Seiler Farm. 

Two and a half miles farther down the 
Archer road THe TRIBUNE auto came to 
Seller's farm. From the farmer’s account 
this is what took place when Dove aroused 
him Friday night by pounding the door:. 

Seller went to the door, but first looked out 
of a window. He saw a man of Dove's de- 
seription at the door while anothér person, 
presumably Bate, was moving from the 
automobile toward a buggy shed near by. 

“Who are you?” asked Seiler through the 
closed door. 

7 was no response from the man out- 
side. 

“Who are you?’ again demanded 
farmer. 

“ If I come to the back door will you let me 
in?’’ responded Dove after another silence. 

“ Who are you?” repeated Seiler. “ I won’t 
let you in till you tell me who you are.” 

Well, is this Kirk’s place?’ asked Dove. 

“No, this is not Kirk's place,” replied 
the farmer. 

“ O, well,”’ said Dove, and went away. 

Seller peered out. of, the window and saw 
Bate come out of the buggy shed and get into 
the car with Dove. They disappeared down 
the road toward Lemont. Seiler saw no 
woman in the car. His wife says she thought 
she heard a woman's voice, but her testimony 
on this point is vague. The button found in 
the road in front of the house came from a 
man's coat quite:as likely as from a woman's. 


Peter Freehauf Nervous. | 

THE TRIBUNE auto next stopped at the faym 
of Peter Freehauf, who discovered the body 
of Batein the abandoned car Saturday morn-. 
ing. He did not invite THe Trisunz expedi- 
tion into his house. He warily put the win- 
dow up an inch or two and talked through 
the crack. .He had heard the machine com- 
ing and was at the window when it stopped. 

“I'm not sleeping well these nights, you 
see,” he’ explained. 

“I heard: that automobile go past here 
Friday night about . midnight,” said he 
through the crack inthe window. “I always 
sleep with my watch under my pillow and 
when that car went past it woke me up. I 
pulled my watch out and saw it was acoyple 
of minutes after 12 o'clock. Then fell 
asleep. and didn't hear anything more. I 
didm’t hear the car come back and I didn’t 
hear any shots fired, which I think was 
queer.’ 

Tue Trisune chauffeur covered the dis- 
tance from Freehauf's to Dennis Connors’ 
farm in exactly five minutes. Connors tol@ 
how Dove had aroused him Friday night. 


Story of Dennis Connors. 

“JT was sleeping in the back part of the 
house,” he said, “‘ and I suppose I was pretty 
slow getting to the front window. Some 
one had been pounding on the door for sev- 
eral minutes, it seemed. But when I got to 
the window all I. could see was an automo- 
bile out in the road being turned around 
bagi started back north and I went back 
to 

The auto in all probability was back at the 
hill neat Freehauf's by 12:15 or 12:20 o'clock. 
This 1s where the murder of Bate occurred. 
There are no roads on which the car coui4 
have turned off between Connors’ and Free- 
hauf’s. Freehauf did not hear the machine 
pass his house again. If, as the police sug- 


the 


for hours perhaps before Bate was killed, the 
theory would involve the passing of Free- 
hauf’s house twice more before it could have 
got into the position in which it was found 
after the murder. Saving miracles, the mur- 
der took place directly on the return 
Connors’ at about 12:15 o'clock. 


Two in Auto on Outward Trip. 

The investigations in Chicago of Detectives 
Sheehar:: and Kane of the Harrison street 
police ‘station téndéd to establish the con- 
clusion that there were at no time more than 
two persons in the auto so long as it was near 
Chicago. These two persons were thechauf- 
feur and one passenger. The two detectives 
reported their findings to Inspector Lavin 
early In the evening, and then set forth to 
investigate a clew, the nature of which they 
declined to reveal. 

Sheehan and Kane took up their investiga- 
tion in Archer road at the city limits. They 
talked with Nick Finley, who keeps the road 
house at Archer avenue and Forty-eighth 
street. and who saw the auto pass his plece 
late Friday night, rumning at the rate of 
forty miles an hour. Finley had said at first 
that there were three persons in the car, but 
when closely questioned on his impressions 
he‘admitted that he was not sure, and that 
thére might have been no more than two. 

From hause to house the detectives cov- 
ered the trail of the car, asking questions as 
they went. Not till they reached Summit 
did they find any one outside of the city who 
had seen the automobile party. George T. 
Welbourn, a saloonkeeper, repeated his de- 
scription of the two men who stopped at 
his resort for a drink. The detectives were 
convineed that the description fitted Bate 
and Dove pretty accurately. 

“ After I had served them both with whis- 
ky,” Welbourn said. ‘I bade them good- 
night. Neither answered, but both left im- 
mediately.” 

Seen by Motormen. 

It was in Summit that the detectives heard 
of a motorman on the Chicago and Jolet 
electric road who had seen the auto and its 
occupants Friday night. The motorman was 
Edward Allen, a resident of Summit. 

* About 10:30 Friday night I was making 
my last trip from Joliet to Chicago,” Allen 
told the policeman. “ When I got into Sum- 
mit, about two blocks from the saloon I saw 
an automobile coming toward me. It looked 
as if it had just started and was running 
slowly. At the Chicago and Alton viaduct, 
where the railway and the electric line run 
parallel, with the road between them, my 
car and the auto passed. My headlight was 
thrown full upon the car, and I plainly saw 
two men in the machine. One man was run- 
ning the car and the other man was sitting 
directly behind him.”’ 

Another motorman who sgw the automo- 
bile that night was Arthur Nichols, 3828 
Lowe avenue, a motorman on the Archer ave- 
nue electric line. Nichols said that for some 
time he could see the motor car ahead of 
him, following a wagon on the track. He 
also said the only persons in the machine at 
that time were two men. 

“The driver did not act as if he were 
drunk,”” he said. “He drove his machine 
carefully, As the road was rough, he natural- 
ly ran in the car tracks. I soon caught up 
to the machine. I can identify the car. I 
remember the number distinctly. 

“The driver refused for a time to give my 
car the right of way. After I had rung the 
gong repeatedly, I got him to move to the 
Belt line tracks. As I passed I asked him 
why he had blocked the way. Making no 
reply, he sped on faster than before. 

“The chauffeur rode alone in the front 
seat. Directly behind him sat the other 
man. The latter was young, possibly 22 
years old. He wore a light overcoat, a derby 
hat, and was smooth shaven.” 

Nichols later identified Bate’s body as that 
of one of the two men who had been in the 
automobile. 


Denies Hearing Woman’s Voice. 


The farmers along the road were unable to 
furnish the detectives with further informa- 
tion until the farm of John Seiler was 
reached. This farmer, who was at first re- 
ported to have declared he heard a woman's 
voice in the auto, told a different story to 
Inspector Lavin's men. He said that he had 
been awakened about 11 o’clock by a pound- 
ing on the door, and that when he opened it 
he saw two men in the yard of his farmhouse. 
one standing near the road, where there was 
an empty automobile. 

“Is this Kirk’s place?”’ the man near the 
door asked Seller. 

The farmer answered in the negative, and 
to another question replied that Kirk’s was 
farther on down the road. The man thanked 
him and returned to the road. Sellerisaw 
both men geth into the auto and goon south. 

Sheehan and Kane stopped at the Kirk 
roadhouse at the Sag bridge, two and a half 
miles from Seller’s, and closely questioned 
the two brothers who own the place. Both 
declared that no one had stopped there Fri- 
day night. Neither of them had heard an 
automobile, nor seen any unknown persons 
about the place in the evening. One of the 
brothers said he heard two revolver shots 
about midnight, but his impressions were 
uncertain. 

Sees Auto Turned Back. 

From this place on the detectives got 
vague reports from the farmers of having 
heard an auto pass late at night, but the 
last person who saw the two occupants of 
the machine was Dennis Connors, three miles 
beyond Lemont. Connors told substantially 
the same story he related to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter Saturday. He said he had been 
awakened by repeated raps at the front door 
of his house. He was sleeping in a rear 
room upstairs and it was some time before 
he could get to the door. Then he found no 
one there. 

Peering out into the darkness he saw the 
indistinct forms of two men about to get 
into an auto. He called to them, but they 
did not answer, and in another instant the 
machine was in*motion. He was about to 
close the door when he noticed that the car 
was being turned around, an operation that 
required some time. Then the car started at 
full speed north. 


No Love Affair, Says Father. 

Mr. Bate, father of the dead chauffeur, de- 
clares that his son has had no love affair, 
even of the most trivial kind, which might 
| have led up to the murder. 

‘His only girl friends were former school- 
mates, and he has not, to my knowledge, seen 
any of them for some time,’”” he said. ‘* Will- 
jam did not have many girl acquaintances, 
and it is absurd to believe that a love affair 

has any connection with the death. 

‘*I believe that the woman or companion 
of the man who rented the automobile was 
murdered, and the murderer, fearing that 
the only witness of the murder would appear 
against him, completed his’work by shooting 
my son,” said Mr. Bate. 

The automobile figuring in the case was 
brought to Chicago immediately after the 
close of the inquiry. A driver sent to the 
scene by Dan Canary had no difficulty in 
starting the machinery, and the run to Chi- 
eago was without incident. 

When it became known that the machine 
had been returned crowds of curious per- 
sons went tothe Canary garage to see it. The 
vehicle had been run into a small room inthe 
rear of the place and locked up, and no one 
was allowed to see it: An hour later a man 
with a pail of water and a sponge had re- 
moved the last traces of the tragedy from it. 

Several applications for hire of the ma- 
chine were made by telephone during the 
day. All these persons were told that the 
machine will not be permitted to leave the 
establishment for several days, atleast. | 

Police at Harrison street’ station have 
abandoned hope of connecting the three men 
held there with the murder of Bate. In- 
spector Lavin spent two hours questioning 
two of the suspects. Evidence of a burglary, 
held by the police strong enough to mean 
penitentiary sentences for all the prisoners, 
was discovered during the day.

Photo of Girl Found in Pocket. 


The photograph of a young woman, car- 
ried in the breast pocket of Bate's coat, was 
discovered in the morning by Deputy Coro- 
ner Beuei. The likeness is that of a girl 
apparently 20 years of age, with dark hair. 
Soon after finding the picture Beuel hurried 
to Chicago and showed it to the father of 
the victim. Mr. Bate Sr. was expected to 
identify the young woman, but after a con- 
ference lasting more than an hour the deputy 
coroner left the Bate residence, refusing to 
state whether he had received a clew to tne 
identity of the subject. The photograph, 
although only an inch square, was clear and 
distinct, and every effort will be made to 
find the friend of young Bate.

Hatchet Supposed to Have Been Used in 
‘Murder Is Found in Renzino’s 
Saloon.

Inspector Shippy declared last evening that 
the finding of a blood stained hatchet in the 
saloon of Charles Renzino, 415 Clark street, 
and the discovery of other bits of evidence 
tighten the net of circumstantial evidence in 
the Natoli Selafani murder case around the 
seven men under arrest. 

Dr. Joseph Springer, coroner’s physician, 
has deciared that a gash on the top of Sela- 
fani’s head must have been made with a 
hatchet. 

Joyce Toppin, a negro porter in Renzino’s 
saloon, one of the men under arrest, was de- 
clared to have given thé police an additional 
clew. He had told of hearing a struggle in 
Selafani’s room on the night the murder is 
supposed to have been committed. To this 
he added that on the morning following 
Frank Bell, also called Bellino, and Peter 
Miro, roomers in the hotel and now under 
arrest, discussed the’struggle In the poolroom 
of the saloon. The former is said to have 
shown a big roll of currency.

THEN HAS POLICE TAKE IT. 


Man Told to Watch Machine Downtown 
Gives Up Vigil When Owner Fails to 
Appear and Pay Him. | 


H. P, Hemphis, 113 Clybourn avenue, for 
fifteen hours yesterday watched an automo- 
bile in front of the Reliance building to pro- 
tect it from thieves. He had been promised 
pay for his seryices as watcher, but the man 
who deliveréd the machine into his care did 
not return, and in the afternoon Hemphis 
called for relief from the police of Central 
station.

GIBBONS IN PLEA FOR AID. 


CARDINAL URGES CAUSE OF CATH- 
OLIC UNIVERSITY. 


Im Letter to Clergy of Roman Church 
Prelate Sets Forth Financial Condi- 
tion of Institution and Appeals for 
Continued Suprort on the Part of 
Friends Devoted to Higher Educa- 
tion—Steps Taken to Insure Against 

Further Loss as in Waggaman Case. 


Washington, 


D. C., Nov. 20.—In accord- 
ance with an understanding reached at the 
recent meeting of the board of trustees of the 
Catholic univérsity Cardinal Gibbons today 
gave to the- press an Official letter addressed 
to the Roman Catholic clergy in the interest 
of the institution. In appealing for further 
financial aid the letter states that steps have 
been taken to insure the university against 
loss. The letter is as follows: 

“ Cardinal's Residence, Baltimore, Nov. 17, 
1904.—The board of trustees of the Catholic 
University of America at their meeting, April 
14, 1904, unanimously adopted the following 
resolution: 

* * Resolved, That his eminence, the chan- 
cellor of the Catholic University of America, 
be requested to write and to send to the 
hierarchy of the United States one month 
before the first Sunday of Advent, 1904, a 
letter of thanks for the interest taken in the 
collection for the university.in 1908, and ask- 
ing them to kindly keep up their generous 
solicitude for this worthy object by recom-’ 
mending it to the reverend clergy and the 
laity of their respective jurisdictions.’ 

Receipts for Year $150,000. 

“In pursuance of this action of the trus- 
tees, I;desire to state that the contributions 
received from seventy-six dioceses amount- 
2a to $106,051. With the collection and with 
donations from various sources, the receipts 
of the university for last year, apart from its 
regular income, amounted to $150,809. Of 
these funds $68,748 was employed in the pay- 
ment of debt, $50,000 was invested, and the 
remainder was used to meet current ex- 
penses. Asa result there was no deficit last 
year, nor is there at present, any floating 
debt. 

“The amount donated by the Knights of 
Columbus, and not included in the receipts 
mentioned above, was $50,000. This also was 
invested, making a total investment of 
$100,000. 

‘Insures Against Loss. 

* Regarding the actual situation, I deem it 
my duty to inform you that the funds hith- 
erto handled by the treasurer of the univer- 
sity aggregate $881,000. The disposal of these 
funds in no way involves the property of the 
university, its lands, buildings, or equipment. 
The funds themselves are protected by se- 
curities, which, it is confidently believed, in 
any equitable settlement will insure the uni- 
versity against serious loss. . 

‘‘On the other hand, pending the final ad- 
justment of all claims now in litigation, the 
university is in large measure deprived of the 
revenues which heretofore have been avail- 
able for its work. This is the more regret- 
able at the present time, when the university 
should be so strengthened and developed as 
to attract our Catholic young men and with- 
draw them from non-Catholic institutions.

RUSSIA'S APPEAL 


SENT TO CZAR. 


| Zemstvos Adopt Memorial for 


a Voice in Government 
of the Empire. 


BUREAUCRACY A CLOG.| 


Evils of the Present System At- 
tacked in Plain Words by 
People’s Envoys. | 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 20.—-The semstvo 
representatives méeting today adopted the 
remainder of the memorial almost literally 
as cabled yesterday, and besides considered 
several supplementary articles providing 
for practical codperation of the semstvos in 
the Red Cross work, anc for extension of 
school facilities. The vote on the question of 
the adoption of the memorial stood 88 to 10. 

The memoria] end minutes of the meeting 
will be sent to Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky for 
transmission to the emperor, upon whose dés 
cision the hopes of the zemstvos rest. 

The details of the discussion cannot be tele- 
graphed, because of the censorship. They 
are not even printed—nor is the memorial, 
or any account of the conference—in the Bt. 
Petersburg newspapers. But everything that 
transpired at the conferene is known all over 
St. Petersburg and nothing else is talked of. 


Trend of the Discussion. 


A summary of the discussion may be given, 
therefore, in the following points made 
against the presgnt system of goverhment 
in Russia: 

“The chief characteristic of Russia's ex- 
istence is complete estrangement of rulers 
ard people, due to the lack of mutual confi- 
dence. This condition has been intensified 
during recent years, and has been especially 
noticeable since the outbreak off the? war, 
which disclosed the true internal condition 
of the country. 

“The government has no means of know- 


ing the truth about the country and what | 


the people want, and so is reduced to act 
upon what it thinks is best for the people. 
But such action only makes mafters worse 
and leads to blunders and continuea e¢s- 
trangement. 

“The trouble is, the people are excluded 
from any part in the government. Instead 
of encouraging self-reliance we foster tutel- 
age by centralizing power in the hands of 
bureaucrats. 


Bureaucracy Blocks Progress. 


* Progress is impossible so long as bureau- | 


cracy blocks the guarantee of personal 
rights, thereby paralyzing the essence of 
individual initiative. The absence of free- 
dom of conscience, speech, and press are 
prime factors in the estrangement of rulers 
and people 

“ Restrictions bear grievously upon classes 
as well as the masses, intensify discontent, 
war acts and opinions of the ruling spheres, 
fostering frresponaibility and arbitrariness. 

“ Bureauoracy prohibits religious intoler- 
ance, mugziles the press, and stifies freedom 
of speeck in order to give a specious appear- 
ance of solidity to the structure of the state. 

The bureaucracy’s efforts to nthe 
peoples minds inevitably leads to the ex- 
ercise of brute force 
. “ We want a free and independent admin- 
istration of justice as an essential safe- 
guard against this constant encroachment 
upon the life and liberty of the individual.” 


What Will the Czar Do? 


The government’s attitude is awaited with 
breathless interest. The mere fact that a 
meeting with such a program was permitted, 
although official auspices were denied it; is 
unprecedented, but the vigorous character of 
the memorial adopted and the resolution to 
push the agitation must compel the govern- 
ment to act. 

A parting of the ways is again at hand and 
the autocracy, it would seem, must once more 
choose whether the people shall be allowed 
a voice in the government, for it is incon- 
ceivable that it can allow agitation for a 
convocative elective body to decide whether 
the time has not come, in the language of 
the memorial, “ for a specially elected body 
to participate in legislation ’’ without the in- 
tention of yielding. 

The reactionaries, of course, are horrified 
at the mere suggestion of anything approach- 
ing a parliament or a constitution. All their 
power and influence already are in the scale 


Patriots Far from Hopeful. 


The actual participants in the meeting here 
are far from hopeful; but they sincerely be- 
Mieve the salvation of the country depends 
upon the solution they have to offer, and 
have the satisfaction of knowing that as 
representatives of the most authoritative 
provincial institutions of the empire they 
have for once spoken out their views and have 
taken measures to have them spread before 
the world as well as the government whicb 
is addressed. 

Por one result, it is sure to give a tremend- 
ous impetus to the liberal movement. With 
the country in the throes of a great and 
hitherto unsuccessful foreign war and dis- 
turbed conditions at home the measure which 
is aimed to rouse united action might over- 
rule other considerations. 

It is learned that recently the emperor has 
spoken much of M. Witte’s famous memo- 
randum, written just before his fall, on the 
advisability of yielding the people a voice in 
the government. 


NO NEWS FROM THE KROONLAND 


Nothing to Confirm the Rumor That the 
Atlantic Liner Has Foundered 
with 1,445 Persons on Board.

LONDON, Nov. 20.—There is nothing to 
confirm the report that the Red Star line 
steamer Kroonland, from Antwerp on Nov. 
12, by New York, with 1,445 passengers on 
board, has foundered at sea. 

The steamer Saxonla, from Boston for Liv- 
erpool, which has arrived at Queenstown. 
and the steamer Minneapolis, from New 
York to London, which has arrived at South- 
ampton, report they know nothing of the al- 
leged digaster. 

The Minneapolis expected to communicate 
with the Kroonland by means of the wireless 
telegraph on Thursday last, but failed. 

The general manager of the Red Star line at 
Antwerp believes the rumor is untrue.

He was greeted with 
shouts of “ Resign,”’ and was pelted with 
snowballs. The police dispersed the crowd by 
a discharge of blank cartridges. ty ar- 
rests were made.

Gen. Balashoff, the head of the Red Cross 
society at Port Arthur, sent a personal letter 
on the torpedo boat destroyer Rastoropny, 
charging the Japanese with a violation of the 
rules of civilized warfare. Owing to an error 
the letter of Gen. Balashoff was not delivered 
until today. — 

In his letter Gen. Balashoff requests the 
publication of the charges that the Japan- 
ese deliberately disregarded the obligation 
of the Geneva and Hague conventions. He 
says that they L.ve compelled the abandon- 
ment by the Russians of three plainly 
marked hospital ships, and that the wounded 
who were aboard the half sunken steamer 
Andara also had to be removed. These ships, 
says Gen. Balashoff, were anchored where 
they did not interfere with the Japanese fire 
against the Russian warships.. 


SUSPENSE AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 21, 4 a. m.—The 
suspense engendered by the Japanese attack 
on Poutiloff hill continues. This movement 
las proved unsuccessful. It ain.ed merely 
to capture a Russian position, but whether 
it was intended to mask activity at some 
other point along the front has not yet devel- 
oped. 

Some correspondents note what they con- 
sider significant Japanese movements on the 


Russian right, and others that a Japanese 


column is moving fifty or sixty miles east- 
ward; but the opinion tm military circles 
seems to be that no great movement is likely 
to transpire before the fate of Port Arthur 
is decided.

RUSSIAN DEFENSES SOUND.

THE ARMY OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

The commissioner of education reports 
‘hat during the year ending June 30 last 
96,009,361 children, being one-fifth of the 
total population, attended the public schools. 
The cost of educating them was $251,000,- 


000, or about two and a half times what it 


will take to defray all the expenses of 
greater New York in 1905. That there is 
no wish to economize on the schools is shown 
by the fact that last year’s expenses ex- 
teeded by $16,000,000 those of the preced- 
ing twelvemonth. 

The work of education is not carried on 


' @xclusively in public schools. There are 


private ones which had last year an en- 
roliment of 1,093,876. If to these are added 
pupils in kindergartens, business and evep- 
ing schools, academies, etc., the total num- 
ber of those who got more or less schooling 
last year is raised to 18,187,914. : 

This is a magnificent army of boys and 
girls, the hopes of the future. That army 
Sguals the total population of Spain. No 
other country can show anything like it. 
Doubtless there are some colored children 
who get no schooling, althoggh the enroll- 
ment last year in the uthern states 
was 1,578,000, or about three times what it 
was in 1877, but on the whole there is no 
Occasion to complain that too little of an 
effort is being made to educate the rising 
generation. 


It is true that the total number of children 


from 5 to 18 years of age last year was 22.- 
500,000, or nearly four and a half millions 
in excess of the total enrollment in all the 
schools. But after allowance is made for 
those who have acquired the rudiments of 
learning and have left schoo! and gone to 
work by the time they are 16 it will be ap- 
parent that few children are now able to 


escape the educational dragnet. 


SELECTING POSTMASTERS. 

President Roosevelt has written to Repre- 
sentative Gardner of Massachusetts a |et- 
ter which defines clearly the respective rela- 
tions of the executive and of senators and 
representatives as regards postmasterships. 
The occasion of the writing of the letter 
was Representative Gardner’s unsuccess- 
ful effort to prevent the reappointment of 
the Haverhill postmaster, who is an ac- 
ceptable man, and to secure the position for 
a political protégé of the congressman—one 
of his workers. | 

Representative Gardner claimed the right 
to designate the postmaster on the ground 
that “in other states senators select post- 
mgsters,” but that in Massachusetts the 
understanding has been that a representa- 
tive shall select those in his own district. 
The answer of the president is that “ sena- 
tors do not ‘select’ postmasters in any 
state while I am president. I consult them 
always, and in the vast majority of cases 
act on the recommendations they make, but 
the selection is mine, not theirs,” . 

The senators are a part of the appoint- 
ing power.. They have the same right to re- 
ject that the president has to appoint. It is 
proper that the president should listen to 
senatorial advice, but he says he stops 
listening to it when he sees he is being wrong- 
ly advised.. He has refused to appoint sena- 
torial candidates to whom there were good 
objections. 

_ As regards representatives, the president 
says their relation to postoffice appoint- 
ments “ rests not upou law but purely upon 


custom.” The president admits that as a |

rule the representative is-the man whose 
advice is most apt to be that which can be 
followed with advantage to the community. 
But this is “ a mere custom,” says the pres- 
ident, “and I have never hesitated for a 
moment to deviate from it whenever it was 
in the interest of the community to do so.” 
The kindly, sensible lettergf the president 
to Representative Gardner will not con- 
sole him for his failure to get the Haverhill 
postoffice for the less fit man, but it couveys 
much valuable information to-all congress- 
men and to all would-be postmasters. Con- 
gressmen .may advise, but the president 
selects, and if the advice is found to be bad 
it will not be taken‘and the adviser will be 
discredited. 


“COLONEL” BUTLER RETIRES. 

“T have been stealing elections from the 
republicans of this city for thirty years, and 
I am going to quit.” If given by an ordinary 
ward heeler or city boss this, assurance 
would have te be taken with a quantity of 
salt. Coming from “ Col.” Edward But- 
ler of St. Louis it may be relied upon. 

For, boss, election crook, boodler though 
he be, the “ colonel ” has some of the homely 
virtues. In thirty-five years he has risen— 
or fallen—from a humble and illiterate but 
industrious young Irish horseshoer, with his 
home over his blacksmith shop, toa multi- 
millionaire with a stone mansion and the 
vote of a great city in his vest pocket. Dur- 
ing this time he has never broken a promise. 
He has never betrayed a friend. He has 
never paid less for a vote or for an ordinance 
than he agreed to or than it was worth, He 
has never lied even about his boodle deals, 
except when he had to in order to keep out 
of the penitentiary. He has been the living 
witness that honor still exists among thieves. 
Therefore, when “ Col.” Butler says he is 
going to quit the genteel business of steal- 
ing elections his statement may be unre- 
servedly accepted. 

His retirement will be a gain to his city 
and state. Other ballot box stuffers will 
arise in St. Louis and Missouri. It will be 
some time before one appears who stuffs 
them so boldly, so systematically, and on so 
grand a scale. “I never saw a man in my 
life who could shoe as many horses as I 
could,” the “ colonel” loves to boast. He 
bought councils and stole elections in the 
same energetic and skillful manner. “ But- 
lerism ” has done more, directly and indi- 
rectly, to debauch St. Louis and Missouri 
politics than all other influences combined. 

“ Col.” Butler’s retirement from the elec- 
tion stealing line will also help the repub- 
licans of Missouri if they have the good 
sense and moral courage to take advantage 
ofit. It ought not to be necessary to say to 
them that the only way they can hope to 
keep Missouri republican is to adopt, not the 
methods of Butler but those of Joseph W. 
Folk, the courageous and indomitable demo- 
crat, whose election as governor is the cause 
of the “village blacksmith’s belated but 
hasty return to the thorny path of virtue. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The marked feature of the week has been 
the advance in steel products, amounting 
to $2 a ton in wire products and sheets and 
$3 in tinplate. ‘This increase follows the 
late advance in billets of $1.50 perton. The 
railroads are placing orders for material, 
the Lake Shore having within the last week 
ordered 1,000 gondola cars. Iron men are 
anticipating orders from this government 
and also from Russia for naval supplies. 
The general board of the navy has recom- 
mended the construction of warships to the 
value of $41,000,000. If it is true as an- 
pouneed that Russia will expend 400,000,000 
rubles in the construction of a new navy, a 
large amount of business from that source 
will come to: this country. : 

Copper has risen in price beyond the ex- 
pectations of the most sanguine, and copper 
stocks havetakenaspurt. The stocks listed 
in Boston have advanced $150,000,000. 

The plethora of money in the banks will 
be reduced to some extent by the action of 
the treasury department in calling in 25 per 
cent of the government cash in national 
banks. This will not be a hardship, for the 
surplus of funds in the banks has made 
money cheaper than many bankers desire. 
It is estimated that this will bring into the 
treasury about $25,000,000, which will make 
a working balance of $50,000,000. 

The figures of foreign trade for October 
and the ten months of the calendar year 
are satisfactory. For October there is an 
increase of imports over the same month a 
year ago of nearly 15 per cent. This in- 
crease is almost entirely in the list of non- 
dutiable articles. For the ten months of 
1904 the gain in imports over last year is 
small, but the total amount is the largest in 
the six years of the bureau of statistics 
tables. An indication of the prosperity of 
the people is seen in the imports of sugar, 
which are the largest for any similar period 
in our history. The tendency by months is 
toward a gain over last year, both in im- 
ports and exports. Foreign trade is improvy- 
ing, and the balance of trade for the ten 
months is $300,000,000 in our favor. 


LAWSON’S DRAMA. 
, Whether or not Mr. Lawson makes good 
his agreement to expose the “ system ” and 
to give a remedy for its abuses, the story 
he is unfolding in Everybody’s Magazine 
has the merit of being one of the best dramas 
based on American life written in the last 
few years. In the current issue all the prin- 
cipal characters appear again. The stage 
settings are effective and the orchestra plays 
the right kind of music to give the “ psycho- 
logical moment” its fullest possible force. 
The story of the passing of the Whitney 
bill through the Massachusetts legislature, 
the veto of the governor, the consternation 
which followed the wild flight of Towle and 
Patch, their tragic deaths, all these incidents 
are told with the art of the romancer, the 


verve of the dramatist, and the charm of the 


story teller. Whether they are true in toto 
or in part, or not at all, they have a merit 
which cannot be denied. They upset the 
theory that there is no material for romance 
in this country because there is not enough 
ivy, and lichens, and ruins. 

The characters are assuming form and 
rounding out. Addicks is present, a villain 
without moral sense, and up to the present 
moment quite immune from the punishment 
which Shakspeare meted out to his villains 
in their dreams. He is more dire, more 
cold blooded than ever. At the scene in 
Mr. Parker Chandler’s home, whither the 
financiers of Boston Gas had withdrawn to 
concoct their nefarious schemes, Mr. Law- 
son is seized with a terrific pain as_ the 
cheese is served. He is put to bed and doc- 
tors are hurriedly summoned. After an in- 
terval of unconsciousness he awakens.

STEEL POSTAL CARS. 

Chicago, Nov. 20.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I was reading an editorial in your valued 
paper a few days ago headed “ Steel Instead 
of Wood,’” which referred to the building 
of steel'cars. The article started off by say- 
ing that a steel company had built an all 
metal car designed for the railway postal 
eervice, and would be much pleased if it 
could get an order for a number of them. 

I was a stockholder in, and attorney for, 
the American Fireproof Steel Car company 
(now out of existence) that, way back in 1890 
or 1891, built probably the first successful 
steel railway postal car and sold it to the 
Monon route. This car ran between Chicago 
and Louisville for a great many years, and I

OUNT ALEXANDER HATZFELDT, 
whose engagement to the daughter of 
the Japanese Count Aoki, who spent 
so many years as the mikado's envay 
at Berlin, has created so great a sen- 
sation throughout Germany, is the only 

brother of that Prince Hermann Hatzfeldt 
who was in this country until quite recently 
as one of the secretaries of the German 

embassy at Washington, and ‘a younger son 
of that duke of Trachenberg who is head of 
the house of Hatzfeldt, grand cup bearer to 
the crown of Prussia and former governor of 
the province of Silesia. Inasmuch as Count 

Alexander Hatzfeldt's elder brother is still 
unmarried, he has a fair chance of succeeding 
to his father’s honors and estates, so that we 
may yet live to see the little Japanese girl 
wearing the coronet of a Prussian duchess. 

True, Mile. Hanna Aoki has a German 
mother. But she takes after her father 
more than her mother, and has the char- 
acteristic complexion, hair, and peculiarly 
shaped eyes of the Japanese. Her mother’s 
matriage to Count Aoki attracted quite as 
much of a sensation about twenty years ago 
as does ,her own engagement today to Count 

Hatzfeldt. For the countess was by birth 
Baroness Elizabeth von Rahden, daughter of 
one of the oldest and most patrician families 

of Pomerania, whose principal country seat 
is at Funkenhagem, and related as she’was 
to numerous other houses of the German 

aristocracy her kinsfolk put every possible 
obstacle in the way of her marriage to the 

Japanese diplomat, who in those days had 
no title, and does not belong to the old Jap- 
anese aristocracy, being the son of one of 
the physicians of the late mikado. 


It was the first instance of the marriage of 
& woman of the German nobility to an 
Asiatic, and it cannot be said that the union 
was in any way popular... It has turned out, 
however, happily. 

Some ten years later Count Henry Couden- 
hove, while acting as chargé d'affaires of 
Austria and Hungary at Tokio, fell in love 
with a pretty Japanese girl and insisted upon 
marrying her, not, however, until she had 
become a convert to the Boman Catholic 
church from the Buddhist religion, to which 
she belonged. Neither the court of Vienna nor 
the Austrian government viewed the union 
with much approval, all the more as the 
birth of Countess Mitsu did not correspond 
with the rank of her husband, which is great, 
especially at court, the Coudenhoves having 
sociated with the Hapsburgs as high digni- 
taries of their household and great officers of 
state. 

The count since his marriage lives a re- 
tired life, with his wifé and four children on 
his estates in Bohemia, which are fortunately 
large. The children take after their mother, 
representing a distinctively Japanese more 
than the European type, and, owing to the 
fact that their parents’ marriage is regarded 
as a mesalliance, are barred from a number 
of privileges that fall to the share of those 
offspring of the Austrian nobility whose 
lineage is free from any “ unebenburtig ” 
(unequal by birth) marriages. 


Emperor Nicholas at length has relented 
towards his uncle, Grand Duke Paul, whoa 
couple of years ago incurred his anger by 
marrying Baroness Pistolkors, the wife of 
his aide.de camp, whom he had caused to 
divorce her for the purpose. Nor was the 
marriage the only offense of which the grand 
duke had rendered himself guilty. For he had 
appeared prior to the divorce at a court ball 
at St. Petersburg with the baroness, the 
latter adorned with the most famous jewels 
of his dead mother, the late czarina, which at 
her death she hed bequeathed to him as her 
youngest and favorite son. Banished from 
Russia, deprived of all his honors and of- 
fices, not only in the Russian army, and also 
of the colonelcies to which he had been ap- 
pointed by foreign sovereigns, with every 
foreign court and government notified that 
his marriage having failed to receive the sanc- 
tion of the czar was therefore illegal, his 
position was awkward in the extreme, since 
his wife was virtually without a name. 

The czar, however, now not only has recog- 
nized the marriage as a morganatic union, 
but also has expressed his approval of the 
kindly action of the regent of Bavaria in 
conferring the Bavarian title of countess of 
Hohenfelsen upon the ex-Baroness Pistol- 
kors, so that. from now on she at least will 
have a name by which it will be possible for 
her friends and acquaintances to address 
her. The regent saw a good deal of the 
couple last summer at Kissingen and his 
sympathy was aroused in their behalf. 
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Lord Rosslyn seems destined, like Sir Rob- 
ert Peel and the young duke of Manchester, 
to be fated to remain perpetually in financial 
trouble, no matter what relatives and friends 
may do to extricate him therefrom. Thus 
just at present the court of bankruptcy ts 
trying to disentangle some of the earl’s 
affairs, the evidence going to show that he 
had made legal assignments of pieces of 
property which he previously had mortgaged 
to other parties up to their hilt. 

His mother, the dowager Lady Rosslyn, 
likewise a graduate of the bankruptcy court 
since her widowhood, his half sister, the 
countess of Warwick, and his ex-father-in- 
law, Robert Vyner (whose daughter since her 
divorce from the earl has married the well 
known motor champion, Charles Jarrott), 
are all mixed up in this suit, the one person 
who makes the best showing being Mr. Vyner, 
who is proved on more than one occasion 
to have paid the debts of his son-in-law at 
a heavy cost, receiving no gratitude whatso- 
ever in return, and not even decent treatment 
for his daughter.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 
Recital and Concert. | 


Two entertainments which appeal to music 
lovers were offered simultaneously in the 
Fine Arts building yesterday afternoon. In 
the Studebaker Mrs. Bertha Kunz-Baker 
presented on “interpretative recital’ of 
Richard Wagner’s “ Parsifal,” and im the 
Music hal! Mr. and Mrs. Ludwig Marum, as- 
sisted by Herman Epstein, gave a chamber 
music concert. Both auditoriums contained 
audiences of moderate proportions, and while 
ro unwonted enthusiasm was exhibited in 


either place, the applause which tells of sin- 


cere approval and satisfaction became the 
portion of each of the performers. 

Mrs. Baker was a newcomer to the general 
public of Chicago. She appeared on the 
Studebaker stage yesterday at 3:45 o'clock. 
and was seen to be a woman of commanding 
presence and of a personality which immedi- 
ately impressed with its geniality. Her voice 
is rich, full a and made finely flexible 
and expressive by thorough and. correct 
schoagjings. Enunciation aud pronunciation 
are so exact and clear cut that every word 
spoken becomes audible and intelligible in 
every part of the room, 

Beginning with a tribute to the genius and 
creative powers of Wagner, the speaker 
passed to a brief outlining of the legend of 
“ Parsifal,”” sketching the story and the 
characters preliminary to their appearance 
at the ecpening of the Wagner drama, and 
pointing out their symbolic significance. 
Emphasis was laid on the fact that enjoy- 
ment and understanding of a performance 
of “‘ Parsifal’’ rest more on a familiarity 
with the text than with the music, and it was 
also pointed out that the different per-onages 
concerned in the drama, and also the Grail 
and the Spear, stand not for individual per- 
sons or things but as symbols of mental and 
spiritual conditions in human development. 

Turning to the drama itself, Mrs. Baker 
recited the entire text, but by skillful de- 
scription of the scene and the action so 
welded it into a continuous narrative that 
her listeners sat charmed beneath a remark- 
ably vivid and beautiful recital of the inter- 
esting story. Mrs. Baker uses a translation 
of the Wagner text which fs an exceptionally 
smooth, poetic, and adequate prose rendering 
of the original German. 


Ludwig Marum was for a number of years 
a resident of Chicago, and during that time 
succeeded in winning for himself a place 
high in the esteem of local concert goers. 
Associated with Carl Wolfsohn in the latter’s 
Trio Evenings, he proved his capabilities as 
ensemble player and as soloist. Some ten 
years ago a changé to New York as place of 
residence was made, and the concert yester- 
day was the first opportunity during that 
period that Mr. Marum’s Chicago friends and 
admirers have hadtohearhim. It was found 
that his style has matured and broadened 
eince he left here, but the tonal warmth and 
purity and the good musicianship which for- 
merly made his work enjoyable and praise- 
worthy, have known no diminution. 
playing yesterday was that of the earnest, 
thoughtful, intelligent musician sincere in 
the desire to give worthy proclamation tothe 
message of beauty or emotion which the 
composer had uttered In the work in hand.

The Taming of the Shrew. 

Yesterday afternoon, for the second time 
this season, the Swedish Dramatic society 
appeared at the Garrick theater,*presenting 
a Swedish version of Shakspeare’s comedy, 
“The Taming of the Shrew.” The perform- 
ance was well received by an audience of 
fair proportions and kindly attitude. The 
version used is the one commonly accepted 
in Swedish, and, in so far as it goes, follows 
closely the English text, but is shorter, be- 
ing played in five acts, eliminating the pro- 
logue. 

Interest centered largely in the first ap- 
pearance here of Mme. Vilma Sundborg- 
Stern, an actress reputed to have attained 
fame and popularity in Sweden, but now a 
resident of New York, who essayed the rdéle 
of Katharine the Shrew. Mme. Sundborg- 
Stern proved herself to be a player of pleasing 
personality, attractive of face, graceful, 
quiet and finished in manner, but with a style 
more suited to the portrayal of lighter parts 
than that of Katharine. The northern nature 
is not one adapted to the assumption of the 
quick tempered, passionate characteristics of 
the Italian, and in her moments of excitement 
and anger the Katharine of yesterday was 
not always convincing, but in the lighter 
passages, and particuiarly as the subdued 
shrew of the last act, the actress was charm- 
ing, and it was then that she won the warm- 
est approval of her audience. 

E. H. Behmer was a picturesque and satis- 
factory Petruchio. The scene of the meeting 
with Katharine was delightfully handled.

ital and labor which 1s made under the exist- 
ing industrial system, and demand wnan- 
imously the adoption of a more equitable 
basis of distribution. 

But, despite the general harmony of yiew 
regarding these leading principles, there is 
much discord within the socialist camp. 
Most of it arises over minor points, but much 
of it is due to differences over matters of 
fundamental importance. The German social 
democracy is menaced with a bad split. Eng- 
land has her “ Social Democratic federa- 
tion,”’ her Socialist league,”” her Fabian 
society,” her Christian Social society,”* her 
‘* Guild of St. Matthew,’ and any number of 
lesser socialist organizations. In France 
there are ‘‘collectivists,”” ‘ Blanquists,” 
Broussist “ possibilists,”’ Allemanist “ pos- 
sibilists,”’ independents and one of these 
parties can hardly meet without being rent 
asunder. The socialists of the United States 
are fairly harmonious now, but their past his- 
tory is largely a history of splits. Each of 
the numerous factions In the various coun- 
tries represents a different shade of doctrine. 
It would take a book to elucidate all the 
diversities of socialism. 

Running through the socialist ranks every- 
where, however, is one line of cleavage which 
stands out most distinctly. This is the line 
which in every country divides the “ oppor- 
tunist,” or “ reformist,”’ from the “ scien- 
tific,’ or “‘ revolutionary,” socialists. The 
revolutionary socialists are led in Germany 
by Bebel and Liebknecht, in France by 
Guesde and Lafargue, in Italy by Ferri, in 
England by Hyndman. The opportunists 
are led in Germany by Bernstein and Volil- 
mar, in France by Jaures and Millerand, in 
Italy by Turati, in England by Kier Hardie. 
The socialist party in the United States is 
dominated by revolutionary sentiment and 
by revolutionary leaders, such as Engene V. 
Debs and A. M. Simons of Chicago, the able 
editor of the International Socialist Review. 

The revolutionists, who are usually de- 
vout believers in the entire gospel according 
to Marx, maintain that the socialist propa- 
ganda is a war of the laboring class, or pro- 
letariat, against all other classes of society. 
They would, therefore, organize the prole- 
tarians into a-party from which all other 
persons were barred, so that when, In the 
course of industrial evolution, the capitalistic 
system breaks down the proletarians will be 
ready to seize the instruments of production 
and distribution and begin managing them in 
the interest of the whole people. Meantime, 
they would have socialists accept no favors 
from or offices—except for purposes of agita- 
tion—under governments which they regard 
as capitalistic, but would have them stand 
aloof and wage unrelenting war against es- 
tablished institutions. Opportunists believe, 
on the contrary, that the interests of all 
classes are pretty much the same. They 
deprecate class war, and would debar nobody 
from socialist ranks. The revolutionists 
would accomplish the change to socialism, 
without violence, if possible, but quite sud- 
denly. The opportunists, as their name im- 
plies, would welcome every gain, however 
slight, for socialism, and would bring the 
new régime to pass by slow, almost imper- 
ceptible, degrees. 

As would naturally be expected, 
the classic land of liberty, practical philoso- 
phy, and opportunism, is the happy hunting 
ground of the reformists. There is less so- 
cialism in theory and more in practice in 
that country than in any other in the world.

The charted story of the game shows that 
Minnesota gained from scrimmage in the 
first half 204 yards, against 51 by Northwest- 
ern in the same way. It also shows that up 
to the middie of the half the. purple had 
gained from scrimmage only a few yards less 
than their opponents, Minnesota's greatest 
gains being near the end of the half. after 
they had worn down the purple defense. In 
running back punts in the first half Minne- 
sota made forty-four yard: 10. Northwest- 
ern’s forty-five. In that half Harris punted 
five times for 175 yards, an average of thirty- 
five yards. Blair punted six times for 293 
yards, an average of a fraction less than 

, forty-nine yards to the punt. Minnesota was 
" penalized fifteen yards to none for North- 
western. 


Gain More Ground in Line Plays. 


In the second half Minnesota gained only 
eighty-five yards from scrimmage, and 
Northwestern only forty-seven. Upto and 
beyond the migdle of that half Northwestern 
actually gained more ground in line plays 
than did Minnesota. This in spite of a de- 
fense which was impregnable when the ma- 
roon and gold goal was actually threatened. 
Minnesota ran back kicks thirty-two yards 
tn the second half and Northwestern forty- 
five yards. Minnesota punted in this half 
six times for 222 yards, or an average of 
thirty-seven yards. Northwestern punted 
four times, one of them being squarely 
blocked. The other three covered 185 yards, 
or an average of thirty-four yards. Minne- 

- gota was penalized twenty yards to five 
t Northwestern. 
ring the game, therefore, Minnesota 
® made 289 yards from scrimmage to ninety- 
eight for Northwestern. Minnesota ran back 
kicks for seventy-six yards against ninety 
for Northwestern. Minnesota punted 297 
yards, averaging a fraction over thirty-six 
yards, against 428 for Northwestern, an aver- 
age of a little over forty-seven and a half 
yards. Minnesota was penalized thirty-five 
yards, while Northwestern lost only five. 


Game Cleanly Played. 

The game was cleanly played and well 
handled by the officials, the only unsatisfac- 
tory element being lack of time to finish the 

~game before dark because of the unusual 

. quantity of time wasted over the exhaustion 
of the players. The Strathern incident was 
an unpleasant one, but the Gophers made the 
best of it by keeping their captain on the 
side lines. The effort to make it appear that 
WNorthWestern was taking undue advantage 
in not making its protest before Friday has 
littie weight with the unprejudiced against 
the apparent laxity with which Minnesota 
athletics are guarded if it was not known to 
Minnesota athietic authorities when the sea- 
son began that Strathern had already played 
four years according to the conference rule. 
The Gophers should have as complete records 
of their own football history as can be found 
anywhere. 


Good Showing by Illinois.

The 
maroons will complete their preparations for 
Thursday’s game with Wisconsin, while Dr. 
Williams’ giants will keep themselves in con- 
dition for their game at Cedar Rapids with 
lowa on the same day. Neither squad will 
do any strenuous work, but it:is expected 
there will be some friendly scrimmages be- 
tween maroons and Gophers for the mutual 
improvement of each. 

The Minnesota team is thoroughly famil- 
iar with Wisconsin’s style of play from hav- 
ing met that team a fortnight ago, while 
the maroons are equally versed in lowa foot- 
ball for the same reason.

Football Season a Complete Success— 
Tripp and Flinn Injured 
Slightly. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 20.—[Special.}— 
Happy as larks at finishing the season with 
the magnificent record of blanking Harvard 
and Princeton and smothering,Columbia, the 
three great eastern universities, the Yale 
‘football players were today received on the 
campus as the heroes of the hour. They 
were at chapel and will attend recitations till 
Wednesday, when they will leave for a week 
at their homes. 


They were all in good condition except 


Tripp, right guard, whose forehead was 
badly cut, and Flinn, full back, whose hand 
was spiked. 

A peculiar incident marked the last scrim- 
mage yesterday.

‘The bookmakers at Bennings do not take 
much more than a postage stamp bet. They 
are all airtight propositions and constantly 
on the verge of a panic. I succeeded in mak- 
ing one of them take a $400 bet the other day, 
but the poor fellow came near having nerv- 
ous prostration. If I had experienced Fri- 
day’s luck earlier in the year, when the 
books were willing to take a chance, I prob- 
ably would have won close to 50,000 on the 
six races.” 

All things considered, however, it is not 
strange the Bennings bookmakers are wary 
of Gideon’s money. The layers have had an 


| 


unfortunate experience with this shrewd 
plunger all year. Gideon, it is gossip at the 
track, has been in on more “ good things” 
that turned out successfully than any other 
speculator of his caliber in the east. 


“What is the secret of Gideon’s success?” | Ww 


asked one turfman of another the other 
night. 

‘ Because,” was the reply, “ he devotes his 
entire time to racing and keeps in touch with 
the men who can be of service to him in 
the way of providing information, and he 
meets reverses philosophically.

New Yorker Objects to Attempts to Be- 
little Strength of Schoo] and Col- 
lege Elvens in the West. 


A New Yorker, signing himself “ I. L. H.,” 
writes to the New York Sun as follows: 


A correspondent, signing himself “ V. A.’ in 
Thursday's Sun endeavored to correct the prevall- 
ing impression that the high schools of the west 
have teams of good caliber. Explanations of de- 
feat can always be laboriously presented. But it 
approaches the ridiculous to attempt to explain 
away a score of 100 toO. “V. A.” says: “ The 
western high schools may play good football, but 
they have not shown us."’ This failure ‘‘ to show ”’ 
is elaborated in the letter by a convincing argu- 
ment that the defeated Brooklyn school team was 
not entitled to the eastern championship. That 
was hardly the fault of the western team. They 
played an eleven acknowledged before the game to 
be at least fairly representative, and overwhelmed 
the eastern schoolboys by a humorous score. The 
football experts who witnessed the game seemed to 
think that they played good football. 

Why do so many in the east find itn to 
belittle the western athletes? “ V. A.” refers to 
Michigan's unwelcome attempts to “ butt in’ to 
the eastern schedules. I do not think that Yale, 
for example, as “‘V. A.” asserts, thinks that 
Michigan is not worth while. The big teams in 
the east have difficult schedules, and are reluctant 
to add any more grueling contests. But the seir- 
satisfied sense of eastern superiority and disdain 
of the west displayed in your correspondent’s let- 
ter, fortunately for the sportsmanship of the 
does not exist among those close to the athletic 
councils of the big eastern colleges.

When Mayor Harrison returned to Chicago 
yesterday he was not nearly as emphatic 
about not running for mayor next spring as 
Ald. Carey and City Collector Lahiff made 
him out to be during his absence. He de- 
clared he was not a candidate for renomina- 
tion, but explained that by saying he also 
had not been a candidate at this time two 
years ago. 

The mayor let it be understood that while 
he was not seeking the office and did not re- 
gard the chances of his running again as 
particularly bright, yet there were con- 
tingencies under which it might happen. 


‘‘Persuaded”’ by Friends Before. 

“JT am in no sense a candidate for reélec- 
tion,” he said, “‘and do not expect to run 
again. As for the statements given out by 
Ald. Carey and Mr. Lahiff, no one has power 
of attorney to speak for me. I did not want 
to run two years ago, but friends persuaded 
me to.” 

When questioned as to the statement of 
Carey and Lahiff that he had not only told 
them he would not be a candidate but that 
they had discussed various demecrats suita- 
ble for the nomination, the mayor replied, 
“JT do not think the announcement of the two 
men went that far.” 

As to the other report that, failing to run 
himself, he favored the nomination of a Ger- 
man-American, Mr. Harrison said: “ It need 
not necessayily be a German-American. I 
am not trying to dictate what the party 
should do.” 

Awaits News on Schuettler Case. 

As to the selection of an assistant chief of 
police, the mayor declined to say whether 
he would appoint Herman F. Schuettler or 
not, The inference was that he would do 
this. He seemed to be interested in the suit 
attacking the civil service examination for 
the place «and said: 

**I will have to secure official information 
regarding it before I can do anything. I 
have not heard from Chief O’ Neill about the 
case since 1 got back.” 

Of the plans for the new charter Mr. Har- 
rison said he was not well informed. The 
only shape in which it came before the coun- 
cil had been in the appointment of Ald. Fore- 
man’s committee to secure votes for the 
amendment. 

“I would take it as a matter of course," 
he said, “ that when it comes to framing the 
measure to be introduced at Springfield the 
city government will be consulted.”’

Yellow and white form a delicate and ef- 
fective color scheme for a large dinner table, 
and for this scheme no flowers are lovelier 
than the old fashioned Maréchal Niel roses. 
if genuine these are large yellow blossoms, 
not of a vivid shade but a soft yet undeniable 
gold color. None of the modern roses sur- 
passes its beauty, and many a rose lover 
leaves the gorgeous American beauty to 
bury her face in the soft, fragrant, velvet 
petals of a mass of Maréchal Niels.

a pin cushion doll. 

One hostess requested the members of the 
family party to send all the photographs of 
themselves that they can collect. She num- 
bered each one and over the face put a bit 
of paper.

A low humidity is the great cause of dis- 
comfort, the source of much il] health, catarrhs, 
colds, and othere diseases of the skin and mucous 
membdranes. 

It is recommended that every household 
possess a hygrometer or moisture indicator, 
and that water be evaporated in rooms in 
amount sufficient to secure a relative humid- 
ity of around 60 per cent.

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NEW FACTOR IN MARKET. 


MISCUSSION OF TARIFF MAY 
PROVE DISTURBING. 


Penditions Otherwise, However, Are 

' Ballish and Indicate Higher Prices— 
Money Markets Easy—Conditions in 
Wholesale Markets Are Giving In- 
creased Satisfaction to Jobbers— 
More General Buying of Steel—Ger- 
many Leads in Savings Banks. 


Discussion of tariff schedules brings a new 
actor into the stock market situation, and 
one which may prove more or less disturbing, 
though the record of the party in power is 
“@uch that drastic measures may not be ex- 
‘pected. But during the uncertainty as to 
what may possibly be done there will be oc- 
Casions for doubt and uncertainty. Condi- 
tions are still too favorable, however, to war- 
Fant expectation of anything more than tem- 
porary reactions. This, indeed, has been the 
actual experience of the market, and has re- 
sulted in the great volume of in and out trad- 
ing, leaving the position substantially un- 
changed. The holdings of the public have not 
been materially increased. Commission 
houses, among whose patrons are not includ- 
ed the big traders with inside information, 
find their lines of stocks still small, although 
their business has been good. 

Necessarily, however, there cannot be felt 
that degree of optimism in the market now 
that was warranted some time ago. The re- 
Sovery has been large, continuous, and 
quick, and while, therefore, those whose pre- 
dictions are equivalent to fulfillment are 
looking for much further advances, they do 
mot expect the higher quotations to be made 
in a rapid sequence to the course of the mar- 
ket to date. 

There are three indices of probable mar- 
ket movements that may be regarded with 
assurance. These are money, steel earnings, 
and railroad earnings. The money market 
is a factor largely open to the study and ob- 
pervation of those who may be interested. 
But in the matter of Steel earnings it may 
be expected that the influential Wall street 
interests will know much in advance of the 
public the trend of business. Thus far the 
volume of orders has been an increasing one. 
The advance in stocks and the predictions of 
better earnings for the steel companies have 
probably influenced a great many buying 
orders, which orders have in turn created the 
present situation. But if through the re- 
maining weeks of the year not only the tone 
but actual business hold, market prices may 
be expected to move upward. Railway earn- 

- Ings are beginning to show the result of large 
expenditure’ for betterments and equip- 
ment. The Union Pacific and Baltimore and 
Ohio are conspicuous examples. One is a 
western and another an eastern trunk line, 


Easy Money Markets. 

The money market is easy, both in New 
York and Chicago, and there is nothing spe- 
cial in foreign money markets to suggest a 
disturbance on this side. Severe reverses by 
either of the countries engaged in war would 
temporarily cause selling of national securi- 
ties. But the reverses themselves would 
Suggest peace, and consequently a cessation 
of expenditures, an increasing revenue, and 
ability to meet obligations. 

The Chicago money market, instead of 
tending toward firmness, holds rather in the 
Opposite direction, Rates still rule from 4 to 
5 per cent, with most of the business at 4%. 
But the best borrowers now paying this 
Jatter rate are urging concessions. The of-

in twomonths. Liberal receipts in the north- 
west at terminal markets and continued 
heavy farmers’ deliveries in the country and 
rapidly accumulating stocks, have led to 
some revision of figures on the spring wheat 
yield, and for the time being the more liberal 
estimates which were scoffed at earlier in 
the season are becoming more popular. 

With the visible supply increasing more 
rapidly than a year ago, with the export 
demand still practically nothing for wheat, 
and the- clearances from both coasts and 
from Canada a little over 1,000,000 bu week- 
ly, with a dull flour demand and flour job- 
bers in no haste to send in shipping direc- 
tions for flour already purchased, the demand 
for cash wheat has naturally languished. 

These various considerations have affected 
the demand for futures. Short selling has 
been a little more confident, millers and 
cash grain holders have been more inclined 
to hedge their stocks, and there has been 
a sharp decline in prices in thie market, the 
May off 5%c from the high peint of the pre- 
vious week to $1.09, and closing at a net loss 
of 4%c for the week at $1.09%. December 
lost 5%c, July 24c. The bearish attitude of 
the Armour interest had a good deal to do 
with starting the break and with carrying 
prices down, but the success of its operations 
was facilitated by the fact they took ad- 
vantage of existing condftions.

PLEAS FOR NAVAL TRAINING ~ 
STATION TO BE HEARD TODAY. 


Commission Will Hear Representatives 
of Cities on Great Lakes Which De- 
sire to Be Site of Institution. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
There will be a renewal of the bitter fight 
over the location of the naval training station 
on the great lakes tomorrow morning, when 
the commision, which will makethe selection 
of a site, will grant a hearing to the repre- 
po Ogg of states which are vitally inter- 
est 

Representative Foss, chairman of the house 
committee on naval affairs, and Graeme 
Stewart of Chicago will be present to press 
the advantages possessed by the site at Lake 
Bluff, mear Chicago. Fifty-five sites have 
been presented. 

The decision of the commitee will be of im- 
mense importance to Chicago, or to any other 
city near which the station will be located. 
The erection of the station involves not only 
the care and maintenance of from 3,000 to 
6,000 men but also the expenditure of $250,000 
for constructing buildings andimproving the 
harbor. 

The hearing tomorrow is final, but it may 
be some time before the commission decides 
the question, because of the large number of 
claims to be considered. While much of the 
work has been completed, it necessarily will 
require some little time to reach a conclusion, 
write its report, and present !t to the presi- 
dent, whose decision ie final. 

Chicago has one advantage over the other 
claimants in that the first naval board which 
inspected all the sites on the great lakes 
available for this purpose was favorable to 
placing the station on the southern shores of 
lake Michigan. 

A second board made a more definite recom- 
mendation and favored the site at Lake Bluff. 

Shortly after the commission reaches a 
conclusion, if it be approved by the president, 
the site will be purchased and preparations 
will be begun at once for the erection of the 
station. 


GOLD STANDARD IN FAVOR. 


Report of Commission on International 
Exchange to Secretary Hay Tells 
of Progress in China. 


. Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—The report of 
the commission on international exchange 
regarding its work during the last year has 
been submitted to Secretary Hay. 

Greatest emphasis is laid upon the special 
mission of Prof. Jenks to China to present 
to the imperial government a report on the 
work done in Europe in 1908 and to render 
any further assistance desired by the Chi- 
nese government in compliance with its re- 
quest to the United States. 

The report declares that Mr. Jenks’ task 
was a difficult one, but he has practically 
brought the Chinese government to believe 
that the gold standard ought, if possible, to 
be adopted, yet the Chinese fear that so 
radical a change in their financial system 
cannot at present be carried out by a gov- 
ernment which has so little real power over 
its separate provinces. 

Some attention is given in the report to 
the recommendation of the commission, 
which was indorsed by most of the European 


> commissions in the summer of 1903, that

LABOR 70 DRAFT CHARTER 


FEDERATION DECIDES ON INDE- 
PENDENT ACTION. 


Leaders Declare Other Civic Organiza- 
tions Cannot Be Trusted to Give 
Working Classes Justice—One Man 
Argues That as the Unionists Repre- 
sent 75 Per Cent of the Population 
They Should Have That Proportion 
of Delegates in Convention. 


‘Independent of all other committees and 
conventions for the purpose, the Chicago 
Federation of Labor will draft a new 
charter for the city. This was decided on 
yesterday at the meeting of the organization. 
The other civic bodies and associations, it 
was argued, could not be trusted to frame 
a charter that would give the working classes 
Justice. 

The first proposition, brought into the fed- 
eration by means of a resolution, was that 
a committee of fifty be appointed to represent 
the labor unions in the charter convention, 
Opposition to this developed at once. In 
spite of the speeches in favor of it, the 
amendment calling for independent action 
carried without dissent. 


Says Opposition Is No Use. 


P * Every one in the city is going té support 


the new charter,” declared George W. Geary, 
“and it is going to go through, no matter 
how much some of you fight it. No working 
men or clique of working men can head off 
the reform. The best thing for us is to put 
our shoulders to the wheel and do what we 
can to have inserted the sections we wish.” 

Delegate George J. Thompson had a differ- 
= plan of action to secure the desired re- 
suit. 

“There are several points which labor 
wants to see embodied in the new charter,”’ 
he said. “ The best way to get them there is 
to leave the matter to the legislative commit- 
tee of the federation, which can get legal ad- 
vice and have drawn up for presentation to 
the convention the measures sought. Wecan 
trust our case to Judges Tuley and Dunne of 
the charter committee, and can have their 
assistance in preparing our suggestions, 
These judges entertain views in harmony with 
ours and will be the best champions we can 
have in the general committee. 


Want Eight Hour Day Feature. 

“It is agreed that we want the eight hour 
day guaranteed for municipal works. We 
want the municipality given the right to 
construct all public improvements with day 
labor, direct, without the aid of contractors. 
This will save the citizens millions of dol- 
lars. It will shut out the enormous bills for 
extras and will eliminate corruption. 

“The workingmen have voted repeatedly 
for the election of school trustees, and this 
should be provided for. A smaller commit- 
tee, well instructed, would accomplish more 
than the fifty men proposed.” 


Would Have Labor Aggressive. 

J. Courtney of the machinists’ union want- 
ed the committee to. proceed by a contrary 
rule. In the light of recent elections, he 
said, the labor men should fight for the 
things they did not want and oppose those 
they desirdd. Thus, he argued, they could 
secure the adoption of measures in their in- 
terest. T. P. Quinn said that, as the workers 
were 75 per cent of the population of the 
city, they should constitute that proportion 
of the convention. 

Secretary E. N. Nockels of the federation 
wanted the organization to go ahead alone 
and draw up a charter. 

“What right has the Union League club 
and any others,’’ demanded Fred G. Hopp, 
“to arrogate to themselves the right to con- 
trol the making of the preliminary charter? 
Is it not impudent that they assume the lead 
and ask us in as an afterthought? The 
thing to do is for us to take the initiative and 
tell the clubmen they can join with us if 
they wish.” 

Tell of Clothing Workers’ Strike. 

J. J. Sonsteby and Robert Noren told the 
federation of the strike of the special order 
clothing workers, declaring that with moral 
assistance of or labor in Chicago 
they would win. 

“ All our members, with the exception of 
less than half a dozen, went out,”” Sonsteby 
said. ‘The trade is organized as few are 
in the city. We will only sit down and wait. 
There will be no violence on our part. The 
employers, however, already have begua 
to disobey the law. E. V. Price and B. Tyner, 
his partner, assaulted our members as they 
were walking out.” 

Union leaders said the walkout was due 
to.the violation of agreement by the manu- 
facturers, who had given work to nonunion 
workers, although they were under a closed 
shop contract. Most of the contracts expire 
on March 1 and proposed new agreements 
were to be submitted by Nov. 1 this year. 
When the union made its proposition the 
manufacturers replied that they would not 
enter into a new deal. 


GOVERNORS OF THREESTATES 
WORK FOR LOWER FREIGHTS. 


Cummins, La Follette, and Van Sant to 
Hold a Conference with President 
Roosevelt Today. 


Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Cummins of Iowa, Gov. Van Sant of Minne- 
sota, and Gov. La Follette of Wisconsin 
have formed a triumvirate to force the re- 
vision of freight rates in the west, and for 
that purpose will hold a conference with 
President Roosevelt on Monday.

CRUSH TO HEAR WASHINGTON. 


‘Women’s Clothes Torn and Men’s Hats 
Crushed at the Entrance of New 
Haven, Conn., Church. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]— 


Booker T. Washington addressed 2,000 people 
at the United church tonight on negro con- 
ditions and crime in the south. In the crush 
to get into the church clothing was tofn from 
many women and several men lost hats. 
After the structure was thronged the church 
doors were locked, and over 1,500 were turned 
away. Mr. Washington was a guest of the 
Rev. Dr. T. T. Munger, a member of the 
Yale corporation, and many members of 
Yale’s faculty were in the audience. 

“The charge is made that education re- 
tards the moral growth of the negro,” said 
Mr. Washington. “ I have secured direct in- 
formation as to the criminal records of those 
who graduated from fifteen of the largest 
and oldest negro colleges and industrial 
schools, and the facts are that only two 
graduates have been sentenced to prison, and 
at the present time not a single man or 
woman bearing the diploma of any of these 
fifteen institutions wears the prison garb. 

“The records in the south show that 90 
per cent of the colored persons in prison are 
without knowledge of the trades, and 61 per 
ceyt are illiterate. This statement alone 
digproves the assertion that the negro grows 
in crime as he secures education.’

CAPTAINS OF LAKE BOATS 
ARE PUNISHED FOR NEGLECT. 


Failure to Maintain Good Life Saving 
Drills Causes Commissioner to Re- 
voke Papers of Vessel Commandérs. 


Captains of great lakes passenger steam- 
ers who failed to take warning from the dis- 
aster to the General Slocum in New York 
last summer have begun to pay the penalty. 
Rear Admiral W. 8. Field, retired, who is 
making an inspection tour as a special com- 
missioner of the government, has digcovered 
negligence on the part of several captains, 


without Indicating any disposition to te 


lenient with them. ready the licenses of 
two captains sailing out of Chicago have 
been revoked, another has been suspended 
for ninety days, and several others have been 
severely reprimanded. 

One of the men most severely punished 
by the admiral is Capt. Thomas Barry of 
the City of Fremont, a member of the Barry 
Bros. Transportation company. The papers 
of Capt. Richardson of the Illinois, one of 
the boats of the Northern Michigan Trans- 
portation company, also were revoked. 
Capt. W. A. Boswell of the Graham & Mor- 
ton liner Puritan was the man suspended. 

Owners and agents,of the lines hit by the 
investigation are inclined to take the view 
that Admiral Field has been too severe. 
They say the offenses were too trivial to 
merit such punishment. At the United States 
barge office all knowledge of the affair was 
disclaimed, except the fact that the papers 
had been revoked, and that the investigation 
had included a rigid examination of the life 
saving and fire drills of the crews. 

The investigation in Chicago began last 
Monday, and the Fremont was one of the 
first boats visited. Capt. Barry accom- 
panied Admiral Field over the boat, when 
every bit of apparatus was scrutinized. The 
crew was required to go through its drill, 
and then Admiral! Field left without making 
any comment. Visits to the F. & P. M. No. 1, 
also of the Barry line, the Puritan, the Alice 
Stafford, and the Illinois followed, and in 
each case the apparatus was minutely in- 
spected andthe crew required to drill. 

When he was about to leave Thursday 
morning, Admiral Field announced that the 
license of Capt. Barry had been revoked, 
and that the papers of Capt. Richardson 
would be canceled when he returned to port 
with his boat. The suspension of Capt. Bos- 
well had preceded this announcement. 

While no .official announcement further 
than this was made, it was admitted the 


‘understanding was that the crews of Capte. 


Barry and Richardson had failed to show ex- 
pertness in the lowering of lifeboats. 

Admiral Field, who now is inspecting ves- 
sels at other Lake Michigan ports, will return 
to Chicago soon and continue his investiga- 
tions.
